Mercury Drops. 


COLD WAVE GENERAL 


New York, Dec. 16.—One death and 


much suffering resulted in New York 
from the sudden cold wave which to- 
day holds the northeastern section oC 
the country in Its grip. Nine degrees 
above zero was the minimum temper- 
ature In this city today. Eighteen de- 
grees below was the record at Can- 
ton, N. Y. • This was a. drop of 
CO 


degrees from the same hour yester- 
day. 
The mercury took a fall frooi 


20 to 32 degrees in New England, the 
prevailing temperature running from 
zero to ton above.. 


The cold wave also covers the en- 


tire, lake region, the Ohio valley, New- 
Jersey, Pennsylvania. Delaware, Mary- 
land and Northern Virginia.

Washington.

prevailed, tho maximum in New York 
being! sixty-one miles.

WATER SUPPLY IN DESERT. 


Govornment to B» Aikcd to Provide 


Special Corps to Patrol Its Sources. 


(T.os Angeles Times.) 


At least from the standpoints of the 


Inhabitants of some very considerable 
portions of California. Nevada, Ari- 
zona. New Mexico and other states 
one of the Important bills to be con- 
sidered by the coming congress will be 
that making government proteges ot 
the sources of water on the desert. 


For this purpose the bill provides for 


the appropriation of $10,000, the dis- 
bursement 
of which IB-to be in the 


hands of the geological survey. 


The means for the protection of the 


Invaluable, sources of water 
In 
the 


land of little rain 
is 
not 
specified 


though the framers of the bill have it 
mind the appointment of a 
specia 


corps to patrol the water holes and sec 
that they do not become choked up by 
sand and storms, poisoned from any 
source or otherwise made unfit for use. 


It is further recommended that each 


water holfi he provided with suitable 
means for bringing trie water to the 
surface, such apparatus to 
be 
also 


under the care of the Inspector. 


Those recommended are of the typf 


of which 300 are already scattered over 
the desert parts of San Diego, Los 
Angeles, Riverside. 
San 
Bernardino 


and Inyo counties. 
They are of iron, 


ten feet high and suitably anchored, 
carrying at the top cross pieces of the 


same materials In which the dlrectlonB 
are cut by means of perforations. 


The willful tampering with either 


the sign posts or the sources of water 
Is made punishable In the bill by a fine 
of not more than $1,000, Imprisonment 
for not more tha>i three years, or both. 


It Is further recommended that the 


department shall publish maps, reports 
and general Information relating to 
the water holes, ana to their specific 
location with reference to the lines ot 
travel.

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OUT IN OKLAHOMA 


Rich Contents Are Taken 


from the Splendid Old 


Murrell Home. 


LOCKED UP 60 YEARS 


Tahlequah. Okla.. Dec. 16.— For more 


than sixty years a Cherokee mansion 
near this place was filled with mahog- 
any and rosewood furniture that would 
have been the delight of collectors ot 
antiquities. Much o£ this furniture re- 
mains in the Cherokee country. Th£ 
larger pieces, such as beds, sideboards 
and cabinets, were regal in their mag- 
nificence. 
Their value at this day 


would be thousands of dollars. It was 
the privilege of only a few persons to 
Bee all this furniture: At the close of 
the civil war the more valuable and 
costly pieces -were packed away in a 
room of the mansion, and remained 
under lock and key. until about a year 
ago. > 


Among the cultured and wealthy 


•white men that cast their fortunes with 
the Cherokees was Maj. George M. 
Murrell, of Virginia. He won the heart 
of the eldest daughter of Lewis Ross, 
brother of John Ross, who was chief 
of the Cherokees for forty years. Their 
marriage followed 
their 
elopement. 


Upon the death of his wife Major Mur- 
rell married her youngest sister. His 
marriage into the Ross family estab- 
lished Major Murrell as a member of 
the Cherokee aristocracy. 


The social and intellectual center of 


Cherokee, life in the old days was at 
Park Hill, six or seven miles 
from 
Tahlequah. the tribal capital. At Park 
Hill was the beautiful home of Chief 
Ross, Ross Cottage, and It was there 
that Major Murrell built his jjansion. 
in southeren style. This house, with 
Us sp'acious rooms and pillared portico, 
is still standing, a relic of the happiest 
days known to the Cherokee people. 
•This was back in the MO's. 


The Cherokees were slaveholders and 


both Major Murrell and Chief Ross had 
many slaves. The humblest Cherokee 
lived In comfort. 
• The tribal govern- 


ment maintained 
excellent 
national 


•ohools for the education of Us youths. 
both boys and girls, at the expense of 
the 
nation. .Frequently 
the mor« 


promising boys and girls were per- 
mitted to finish their education in the 
colleg-s and seminaries of the eastern 
states. 


A Mansion Life* • Fortress. 


Major Murrell built his mansion of 


fortress-like strength. 
The heaviest 


timbers w«fe used, and across the mas- 
sive doors leading to the central hall 
were strong bars. 
The Inner door,. 


were two and a half inches thick. 
During the civil war confederate sol- 
diers .ntered the house. The door to 
the dining room was locked. • 
™£ 


.^ere unable to1, batter down the door 
IS? their muskets. With an ax _th£ 
Cfcopped a. h°le throug'i the door, re 
moving the lock. The door stands to- 
Ty as It wa sleft by the soldier. Ma- 
jor Murrell, though chagrined at the 
indignity, let the marks of pillage re 
main as a memento of the stirring

deep mirror was flanked with-pyramlds 
of smaller drawers and shelves, lend- 
ing themselves to every convenience 
of feminine need. The bookcase was 
the marvel of the Cherokee country, 
being ton feet high by six feet wide 
with innumerable devices in. drawers 
and hinges for the person •.sitting at 
its carved desk. The carvings every- 
where were bold "and heavy. 
Of no 


less beauty was the mirror that hung 
in the drawing room. Its length was 
about eight and one-half feet and its 
width six feet, its broad frame molded 
in gilt flowers. The passing ot more 
than sixty years did not dim the luster 
of the mirror. 
For more than thirty 


years it hung without change on the 
same cord. A companion piece of this 
mirror was a small table

Magnificent Furniture. 


The round mahogany table in the 


dining room was of 
baronial 
size. 


When fully extended it was twenty 
feet in length and gave room for a 
goodly company. The sideboard and 
the serving table were in keeping with 
the dining table, the sideboard being 
fully six feet in height and eight ^feet 
in length. 
The furniture in the drawing room 


and in the private apartments was up- 
holstered 
in 
dark 
green 
damask. 


sprinkled with gold flowers. One ward- 
robe ujas notably massive, paneled with 
mirrors, and rich ia carvings. It was 
about ten feet high, five feet wide and 
two feet deep, 6ml lined with rose- 
wood 
The dressers were of quaint 


style 
Above the wide drawers, the 


These were only a few pieces of this 


notable collection of furniture. 
The 


only loss was a few chairs during the 
civil war. 
Under martial law. Major 


Murrell's property was declared con- 
fiscated." A crowd gathered to attend 
the sale by soldiery of the contents of 
the Murrell mansion. 
A few chairs 


were sold before intervention drove 
the 
invaders from the mansion and 


closed its doors. 
At this time the 


Cherokees that had cast their fortunes 
with the union were in the ascendancy 
over those Cherokees that had 
gone 


with the confederacy. 


Major Murrell returned at Intervals 


•to Park Hill after the close of the war. 
He maintained his property in a com- 
fortable way until he was denied citi- 
zenship In the Cherokee nation. 
He 


died twenty years ago at New Orleans 
at the age of eighty-six years. 


The war has estranged Major Mur-, 


rell from many of his old- Cherokee 
friends, and his occasional visits to his 
Park Hill mansion were filled with re- , 
grets and heartaches. 
Finally, 
he- 


decided to abandon his old home. The 
bulk of his beautiful furniture was 
moved into a single room, carefully 
wrapped and the door locked. 
There 


it remained for thirty years in .the dust 
and cobwebs. 
The mansion fell into 


bad repair and in winter storms rain 
came through the roof and damaged 
the polish and the green damask (and 
the gold flowers. 


The Murrell mansion passed to kins- 


men, and for many years it hasvbcen 
owned by Colonel Robert Ross, 
of 


Tahlequah, a nephew of the two wives 
of Major Murrell, Lewis Ross having 
been a grand-uncle of Colonel Ross. 
Much ot the furniture was distributed 
as gifts and mementoes among mem- 
bers of the Ross family. Some of It 
remains In the Murrell mansion at 
Park Hill, and fully two wagon loads 
were carried to Mrs. W. P. Ross, at 
Fort Gibson, a daughter of Lewis Ross, 
who died July 29. 1908, at,'the age of 
nearly eighty-two years. This furni- 
ture is now owned by William D. 
Ross, at Fort Gibson. One of the most 
exquisite pieces was a love token from 
Major Murrell to his. second wife—a 
mahogany table. Inlaid with mirrors 
and mother ot pearl and lined with 
rosewood. 
The ingenious workman 


that made this table contrived many 
little drawers and hinges that cause it 
to open In peculiar and unusual ways. 
The old Murrell piano, a costly and 
splendid old instrument brought from 
the east to the Cherokee wilderness, is 
owned by Herbert Ross, at Fort Gib- 
son. 


The direct heir, to whom bclojig the 


furniture stored In the loekcd room at 
Park Hill, was George Ross Murrell, 
th« Louisiana planter! As the years 
passed the Murrell and Ross kinsmen 
In the Cherokee country grew hope- 
ful that George Mnrrell would dis- 
tribute the furniture among them, how- 
ever. In March, 1909. Mrs. Jattfes R. 
Murrell. advanced In years and hop- 
ing fast to things connected with .the

Students at Kansas Uni- 


versity Have Built 


Aeroplane. 


SHOWS WELL IN TEST 


Lawrence. 
Kan.. Dec. 16.—Three 


students of the University of Kansas 
have constructed a flying machine 
which they hope will fly in the Christ 
mas holidays. The machine Is a Bleri- 
ot type monoplane'and Is ncm- being 
prepared for tests by Gilbert R. Smith 
and Paul C- Elliott, of the school of en- 
gineering, and Harry Elliott, a junior In 
the college. 
The idea of building an 
aeroplane 


was first conceived by Harry Elliott a 
year ago last October, and the three 
young men Immediately set to work 
upon the first model, which was con- 
structed of wood with canvas wings. 
This was a glider, motive power for 
which was furnished by a motor car 
and a lone rope. After the completion 
of this, glider and after several suc- 
cessful trials had been made, the three 
began to plan the construction of a 
real aeroplane. 


Was Begun in July. 


The materials for the new machine 


wero received tho latter part of July 
and work was begun at that time. 


The framework Is of steel tubing, 


which Is stronser than wood and at the 
same time very light. Sheet aluminum 
was substituted for canvas for tho cov- 
ering of the wings and the 
guiding 


planes. 
The expanse ot the wings 


from tip to tip Is twenty-six feet and 
their area is approximately. 200 square 
feet. 
Xhe engine, which Is a thirty-horse 


pnwcr one with t-vo cylinders, weighs 
only 120 pounds. It and the gasoline 
tank are placed near the front nf the 
machine, just below the level of the 
wings, nnd the aviator's scat Is near 
the rear, about three feet below the 
level of the engine. This arrangement 
serves to give an automatic balance 
to the machine and for rounding curves 
small planes am hinged to the outer 
edge of the large -wings t" nvike the 
warping effect that is obtained In the 
Wright biplane. The six-foot propeller 
blade car. IIP revolved _ .it a rate 
of 


1.500 revolutions per rriimile. 


The weight of the entire machine 


with a moderately heavy man In the 
aviator's scat will 
not 
exceed 500 


pounds, which the builders say. Is 
lighter than any other machine oC equal 
sizo and strength. 


Trial Tests Satisfactory. 


Several tests ot the engine mounted 


in the frame without the wings at- 
tached have proved It to be satisfac- 
tory, and although there arc only two 
cylinders, tho vibration is very slight. 
On the Friday alter Thanksgiving day 
the monoplane was taken from Us shed 
for its first test as a flyer, but a strong 
wind from tho northwest 
Interfered 


and the trial trip"was postponed. 


The wind caught one wing of the 


machine and before It could be prop- 
erly secured it swung over nnd crashed

PERFORMANCE AMAZE 


New York, Dec. 1G.—Although hav- 


ing only one leg and suffering from 
maladies which mak* !t almost impos- 
sible for him to move about, William 
Burns, thirty years old. of No. 239 
Middlesex street, Harrison, N. J.. sud- 
denly found himself stirred to activ- 
ity of which he did not dream he was 
capable yesterday when he heard the 
screams, of his mother, seventy years 
old. whoes hair and 
clothing 
were 


ablaze and who was crying feebly for 
•help from another room in the house. 


-Only a moment before the screams 


reached his ears Burns nad heard an 
explosion In the kitchen In which his 
mother was at work, and as he know 
sh« was starting: a tire he immediately 
diylned the cause of her cries. He was 
sitting In a front room of the house 
reading at the.time, and forgetting all 
about .his crutch, which stood in a cor- 
ner near him. he hopped on his one 
foot from the front room to the rear 
of the house, where the aged woman 
was Tying on the floor writhing in pain. 


Mrs. .'Burns Is a heavy woman, but 


•lathe stress of the moment the crip- 
pla managed to life her from the floor 
by. grasping her. around the waist, the 
flames from her hair and clothing, in 
the meantime igniting his own gar- 
ments rapidly. From the center of the 
room the crippled man hopped with his 
burden until he reached a door to an 
adjoining; room, against which he sup- 
ported himself with one hand while he 
held his burning human burden with 
the other arm. 


His progress was slow but certain, 


for he "appeared, he explained after- 
ward, 
endowed 
with 
superhuman 


.strength lor the time. From the door- 
way he hopped along until he came 
within-reach of a mantel, and for the 
length of that he balanced himself un- 
til-Tie came next to a trunk, which In 
tur served as a prop for him. The 
'next "object he reached was a chair. 
«i<S- from this he passed on to ot^ier 
chairs until he at last got to a room 
in which were several blankets and a 
.•quantity of bedding. 


Letting the aged woman down gent- 


ly, Burns grasped the blankets and 
other bed clothing and wrapped them 
about, her until the names were extin- 
guished, and then, still unmindful of 
his crutch, about which he sold he had 
entirely forgotten, he hopped out of the 
building and Into a store next door, 
from which he telephoned to the police 
to send an ambulance to his house. 
Then he managed to make his way 
back to the room In which his mother 
.was lying, now unconscious, and min- 
istered to her as best he could until 
an ambulance arrived from St. Mich- 
ael's hospital. In Newark. 


It was a long and tedious wait, for 


the ambulance had to trai-el several 
miles to the house, and In the mean- 
time Burns himself wns suffering great 
ftgrony, for he had been burned severely 
about the face and hands while carry- 
Ing'his blazing burden. His remain- 
ing leg also was bunnrfl from the hip 
to the knee. Even In thin condition 
Burns still had more work to do. In 
the excitement attending the rescue of 
his mother he had overlooked the fact 
'that the carpet on the kitchen floor 
•was smouldering, nnd when he opened 
the door of the house after summon- 
ing the ambulance the smouldering tire | 
'•was fanned Into :i brisk 
flar,io.
